come; Cutting off their privie members, cares, 
tingers, and hands, plucking out their eyes, boy- 
ling the heades of little Childten before their Mo- 
thers faces,t and then ripping up their Mothers 
Bowels ; ſtripping women naked, and ſtanding by 
them being naked whilſt they are in Travell, kil- 
ling the Childrenas ſoone as they are borne, and 
ripping uptheir Mothers bellies, as ſooneas they 
are delivcted; driving men, women, and children, 
by hundreds together upon Bridges, and from 
thence caſt them downe into Rivers, ſuch as 
drownd not, they knocke their braines out with 
Poles, or ſhoot them with Muskets, that indea- 
vour toefrape by {ſwimming out; raviſhing wives 
before their husbands faces, and Virgins before 
their parents, after they have abuſed their bodies, 
making them renounce their Religion , and then 
marry them to the b1ſeſt of their fellowes. 

Oh that the Lord, who hath moved the King- 
domes of England and Scotland, to fend reliefe to 
theſe aflited Proteſtants, would nkewiſe ſtirre 
them to affect rheit undertaking with all poſſible 
expedition, lealt it be too late.

His Letter was read in the Houſe of Com- 
mons, upon the 14 day of this Moneth, and 
alſo rcad again before the Lords, at a Committee 
of both Houſes, and humbly prayed to have the 
ſamecntred in the Journals of both Houſes . 


The ſame Houſe of Commons likewiſe defi- 
red the Lords to joyne with them, to petition his 
Majeſty to take off the reprieve from the ſeven 
cendemned Prieſts, and that they might be forrh- 
with executed according to their Judgement, and 
the Law.

us with greater horror ; the poore Englifh goe about the 
Jaines and ſtreets weeping and lamenting , ſometor che 
loſſc of their citates, and others for the lofle of wives, huſ« 
bards, and childrens that daily periſh in the conflict, Ex- 
amples we ſce too many, but I will onely touch upon one, 
the horridnefſe whereof will makc my fleſh amazed, and 
truly the inhumanity is fo great, that I feelea chilnefle in 
my veines, but toname it , a woman being intravell, ac- 
companied with three or fourc of her neighbours, was 
ſuddenly ſeized on by a number of rude Villines , that 
haled her from her place, while the child {pring from 
her body, and binding them altogether in a knot, dragged 
them upon a Car, toa wet boggy piece of ground, where 
they threw the poore woman and the child, that they all 
periſhed. The Parliament in England have promiſed ſome 
ſuccour, I pray God it may ſpeedily arives to ſave ſuch as 
arc not yet, but every houre in danger to be loſt, for truly 
deare Brother, we cannot lye downe in ſafety, and the Ca» 
lamity is ſo great, that hcthat yeiterday was rich, to 
day is a begger,
